The skin
taros a durk red or crimsod, the hind parts
ro paralyted, and they become blind before
they die,

It in very likely that Texas fover exists
at othier poiots in the state, and in ot re-
ported. The appesrunce of the heel does
not indicate the presence of the disease. and
it may be sold for consumption without wus-
pioton. Tts use un food is not fatal to buman
life, but it must bo an uawholesome dist.

The most obvious symptoms of the discase
afe oxtreme oonstipation, urine blosdy and
passed with dificulty, ipercased internal
temperature, fever, with some beat about
the head, Inoguor and loss of appetite. Un
dissection, the bladder, liver and spleen are
greatly colarged and congested. We give
in another column the remedies recommended
by Dr Uressy.

There is no presont occasion for slarm in
régard to the spread of the disense through-
out the state, Farmers who allow their
eattle to herd with, or after, western cattie
must take the risk.

A friend in 8 ullivan county, N. H., who
bas o large farm, with two hundred nores of
meadow, most of which is flowed by the
Connecticut, with & fine set of buildiogs, but
who is not able to give his personal nitention
to the farm, inquires what is tho best dis-
position to make of it, as he is unwilling to
put it in the market at the present low
price of furms, He edfimates that it will
winter & hundred cows, and by the purchase
of an adjoining farm for a pasture, the same
number sould be summered.

The Backs county, Pa., farmers club
made the following experiment in deep and
shallow setting. Four hundred seventy.six
pounds of milk (half the mess from oight
oows for a week), was set in deep cans, 16
inohes deep, in & vat of wator at 58 degrees,
und the same quantity, beiug the other half,
after it had been thoroughly mized, wus set
three inches deep in old fashioned pans and
set on the stone floor of & milk cellar, at GO
degrees, After setting 45 hours it was
skimmed. That set deep gave 46 pounds of
eroam and made 15 pounds, 10 ocunves of
butter. That set shallow gave 67 pounds
of oream and made 21 pounds, six ounces
of batter, a gein of over 25 per cont in
quantity in favor of the shallow pavs. The
batier from the deep set milk was pronouncad
by some & trifle the best, though both would
raok ma striotly Bret olass,

Mr W. F. Richardson, of Brattleboro,
gays he contemplated re-stocking sn old mow-
jug with grase this fafl, byt thivks it is too
late ; nod asks if it will do to sow grasa sned
od late as this.

The great
difficulty our correspondent has to meet is to
find & man who is capable of managing such
s farm well, whose sorvioes as lesses, tenant
on shares or munager on salury, | cao be pro-
cured. Men with that degree of ability and
expericoce are not plenty, apd when they
are found, are not to be ongaged, Your
man who earries on firms vat the halves™ is
oot that kivd of & man, Not he, Ifa
young man he lacks the experience and ripe
judgment necessary. 1 of middle age it
will usually be Tonnd that he has failed in
the effort to carry on a farm or some other
business for himsell, The men who are
wuntod for such o place are practical Ffarm.
ers with wterests of their own o look sfter,
or they are looking toward mome business
which promises, as they think, better returna
than farming. It may be that the existing
prostration in business will turn loose men
who gan be relied on to onrry on much =
farm st & profit.  Otherwise it i a voin
mourch,

With the right tao ot the hesd, capsble
of p!guning, not only the work for the season,
bat for each day, and of gotting w day's
work done by every baod botween tho rising
upd sotting sun, it pays to bire pleoty of
help and practios thorough eulture in all
things. [ut if the manager is not master
ol the situation in geoersl sod detail ; even
if ho in o bard worker himself, but lota his
wiy dawdle away the day with seven hours'
work, then the more help there is on
the farm the worse the showing on the
balance sheet at the eud of the year.

The skill and afficiency of the man being
granted, then there is no question that dairy-
ing pays better than wool-growing. Bt it
in hardly necessary to suy that the man who
maked o more butter snd oheese from a dairy
of thirtesn dows than sappliea the family
and holp of such » farm, is pot likely to do
s saooessful business with a deiry of seven
or eight times that sumber.

along with ne little belp as possible; wool-
growing s worthy of the sttention of the
furmer. Hat it must be boroe in mind that
wool-growing with flesces of fuur pounds
cach, will not pay. Large, rugged, grde
mering sheep that will cot seven or eight
pounds of washed wool oan be rained sn well
as tho other kind, They must not be very
ofly or the staple extromoly fine, as these
things aro & heavy drain on the vitality of
the sheep.

With the improved machivery for cutting,
caring aod storing hay, the cost of raising
hay is much roduced. Hay tedders have
coma Lo be regarded an u nocessity as we have
prodicted for ten yearn, The Douglass hay
leader is now perfeoted so that it takes hay
from the winrow to the wagon as fast as the
team walk. Hay earriers and horse forks
are pumerons, sud there in no diffieulty at
all in making & puir of horses or & yoke of
axen [ift & ton of hay from the wagos to noy
part of the baro in live mioutes,

If the flowage of the meadow is such s
to maintain the grass orop st u good average,
the sale of a part of the hay, though usually
& suividal poliey, w worthy of consideration.
If any light or comfort ofh be extrnoted
from what wo bave said, it will be & source
of gratification to us, for wo would be very
glad to tall how to realize six per cent from
n fuir valuation of any farm,

Cure for Warts and Ivy Poison.

Eorron Vensost Fanswn :—As 1 wap
reading 8. F. Swift's cure for warts in the
Auvgust 20 powber, 1 thought what & eruel
way, whea a very wimplo remedy was so
much better, and & suro ove, if attendod to.
Take the stalks of celundine (vow in blos.
som), wash them, and rub the warta once or
twice a duy, and in two or three weeks they
will all disappear. Have seen it cure very
bad warts,

For ivy poison, use the water uottie, which
grows around oearly every building. Rab
on the same as for warte. The stalks are very
juiey and transparent. M. L. H.

[Celsndios is & uselul remedy for ivy poi-
son, if applied oarly. Bo are sods and soft
soap, or suy slkali, After the parts havo
fastered, 1tohing and burning when touched,
salt is tho bost thing we have used. Hub it
in hard, 80 as (o tear off the pimples and Al
them with salt. Lot it romnio un hour.  Ax
the watery matter oozes out, fill it up with
salt. ARer it is dried down hard, wash it
off wod dress the parts with swoet oil, or
some other woothing mpplication, to exclude
the nie.  We have “been there.”]

Feeding Value of Different Artjcles of
Food

.

Farmers are oo indifferent to the oppor-
tunities they have to realize greater profits
from their stock by more attention to foods,
Professor Atwatler gives io the American
Agricultarist & table showiog the relative
value of different articles. He says :

Our tables were translated from thowe pre.
I-nmj by Dr Wolff, dircotor of the Hohen-
wim Experiment Station, who has stodied
these queations for 25 years, These tahlos
are tho results of thousands of experiments
performed at hie and many other experi.
ment stations. e i thos able to tell us the
sbsolute aond relative amounts of allu.
mivoids, carbohydratea, fats, &e, contsived,
ou the average, in different food materials,
and how much is really digestible in each.
He has also calenlated the money values.
That s to say, after nscertainiog a fuir price
per pound for the digestible sbhominolds,
carboshydrates, &e, ho computes the value of
these nutritive materials in onch 100 poundsof
grain, hay, &o. The valaes thus found agroe
essentially with the German market prioes
of these produets.

The table below gives the results of Dr
Wollf ‘s caleulutions. Note well, that the
lawt column gives only the relutive value of
each, and not the absolute or market walue
in noy one place. Thow, takiog rye as a
basis, if in a eertain amount of this, sy
thirty pounds, the digestible albuminoids,
futa, &o, are worth 81, then the same weight
of corn (30 pounds) is worth 4 eentw, cot-
ton soed menl 81.65, und so of the other ar-
ticlea named.

By comparing the sbove figures, our corres
spondents, und others, way judge of the ro.
lative nmount of nutritive ingredients in the
different foods nnined, and of their general
mousy value, taken by (hemseives, withont
reforeuce to any special objeat in fowding, or
what other materiuls they are to be mixed
with. Bot Mr Buchi, for example, in feod-
ing milch cows. If he feeds for buiter
ohiefly, aud has good hay, somo of the best
farmers in this region would tell him to use,
along with the by, corn meal, and nowme oalts,
and perhaps cotton seod meal. I ho solls
wilk sod wants large quantities without rel-
ercuce to apy special quality, he would
propably fiod it profitable to wse bran of
whast or rye, with cotton seed wmeal and
some rools,

The table above ghows that there is little
of digestible albuwinoids in corn stalks, straw
sod inferior bay (throe-quartors to threg aud
one-ball pounds in 100 pounds of the fodder,
or ouly one-sighth to ove-hall ss much a8 in
fine quality bay), To use these soarser foods
economionlly, wo must mwlf their lack of
pitrogen or slbumineids, It i very evi
dont, then, that the decorticated cotion seod
moal with its 290 por cent ol digestible slbu-
minoids, is worth more for mixing than corn,
wheat, oats or ship stufl, which contain only
;ﬁludou-h-l to 11 per oent of this,

Varlous plans of medication have been
resorted Lo o the curative treatmont of this
discase, but thus fur with questionable re.
sults, No speciio medicine, however ardently
eluimed or faithfully administered, bay yot
heen found to stay its ravages, and it will
beo impossible to  select even an appreximate
remedy, until it pathology is betlor under-
atood.

Elimioatious and antisoptics would nstu.
rally seem to be called for, and such wedi-
oloes have beon given in cortain oases, with
good success, Many tmes cathartics are
specially indicated, and when given early
have operatod favornbly., Sults wre the most
appropriste physo for eattle in this and
other fobrile uffeations, sud shonld be givea
i large doses of a pousd or more,  Diurct
tes are also valuable sgeots to be used
Saltpotre, aectate of potash, nnd swoet spirits
of vitro have been used to good advantage,
sl u oritoal stage, when the bladder bad
bocome -listuud:ﬁ with high colured urino,
Lo such cases I have used gin and & strong
tinoture of the oil of juniper, and have seen
muoh rolief afforded to & cresturs in n dying
state, Heuee 1 would advise the froe use of
suoh remedics to evacunte the bladder, nod
thus sid in the work of elimination,

Bleeding bas been strongly advoeated, but
it must be resorted to early, 1o get noy per-
coptible effect.  When the spleen has become
congested, there is littlo chauee of affording
amelioration by venissetion, Dut at the
pommencement of an attack, il the animal is
strong and fleshy, it is well o bleed, and vo
doubt many casts have been saved by so
doing.

Value of Skimmed Milk.

The valuo of skimmed wilk is more nearly
equal to thut of whole milk for food than is
usually supposed. Frof K. W. Stewart says
in the Live Sock Journal :

Skimmed milk is fed so0 irregularly, and
so little attontion is paid to the exaat result,
that the farmer's koowledge i very indefi-
nite upon it.  For growiog the young aui-
mal, thix milk has woch nearer the valuo of
new milk thun s gonerally supposed, having
lost only it oil, or cream, retaining the
canein, phosphate of lme, and all the wost
important ingredients wecessury to  the
growth of the youug animal, Lt appeared
from experiments published in the July
vamber of the Journal for 1874 that milk,
when fed to calves, puid four mills per Ib,
or three conty aond four mills per gallon,
when only the increase in live weight was
coutted | but if' the whole value of the eall
grown upon the milk was taken when 10
woeks old, it produced nearly one cent per
Ib, or eight aud ove bl ccots per gallow,
These experiments, conduced by throe sepa-
rate partios, at the same time, embracing 17
¢alves, proved that it took ow an average
18,19 1bs of skimmed milk to put oo one Ib
liva woight. W bave fed pigs aud found
that it takes about I8 lbe of skimmed milk
to make oue pound dressed pork ; and from
all the light we have upon this subject it
nppears not unreasounble ta conoluds that
by feediog judiciously, skim' mwilk may he
wade to pay oi an average four ceuls a gal
lon.

A Few Words About Witch Gras.

Any one troubled with witch grass, may
subdue it by the following : process : plow
the ground as soop after hayiog ns practica-
ble; efos plow before the ground Irotnes
and hurrow down theroughly. Plow agaln
in the apring, or if the land is mellow the
cultivator will do_just ms well. At the proper
time, pland with turoips, baans, corn, or nny
crop that will admit the koe close to the
roots. Hoo often unil the erop shades the
ground, By this prooess you will so far ox-
terminate the vril.ul: grass, that in after yosrs
you may plant any erop'on the ground ér
make it ioto a vogetable gardeh. Theexten
arop gained by the extra oultivations /will
more than componsate for all the expense.
Or il it is desiralile to got s érop by plowi
in the mpring. plow eur{;"lmi g!:ila,l];:o mﬁﬁ
in bunches ns high as practioable. Lt
them remain about-wmonth aud then apread
thé piles ower the ground and barrow effect-
ually and you may get a good crop of tay-
nips, oabbages or corn, a little late planted,
should your lnnd be rich. If the land is
full of witch grans, the decayed roots will
form » mulching that is valuable to the ovop
and will leave the land in fine condition for
futare orops. This is no mere theory; I
have tried it many timos and vever failed of
